26 Days Left 
To Keep Rank 

Only 26 more days remain for 
Camp Anza GIs to enlist in the 
peacetime Regular Army if the 
Bhen want to keep their present 
rank, Lt. Farnol X. Adler, Re¬ 
cruiting Officer here, announced 
yesterday. 

The special enlistment induce¬ 
ment ends February 1, Lt. Adler 
pointed out. 

Enlistments in the Regular 
Army through November 30 total¬ 
ed 261,705, it was announced at 
Fort Douglas, Utah, this' week. In 
the drive the Ninth Service Com¬ 
mand placed third, recruiting 
11.51 per cent of the total to sign 
up for additional service. Leading 
was the Fourth Service Com¬ 
mand. The Eighth Service Com¬ 
mand was second. 

Of the total enlistments report¬ 
ed, 22.07 per cent were reenlist¬ 
ments of former Regular Army 
enlisted men. Men with former 
service in the Army of the United 
States constituted 67.23 per cent 
and *10,71 per cent were original 
enlistments. 

The February 1 date does not 
apply to officers, Lt. Adler pointed 
out. Officers after separations 
have until April 3, 1947, to en¬ 
list in the permanent grade of 
master sergeant. 


Equipped 126 
Cars in Dec. 

If a work order for a door 
or a window has not been ac¬ 
complished recently it • is be¬ 
cause the construction of rail¬ 
road kitchen car furniture has 
first call these days on the car¬ 
penters of the Post Engineers 
branch. 

The camp’s two dozen civilian 
carpenters are on call day and 
night, hammering and sawing to 
equip troop trains departing from 
this station with adequate kit¬ 
chen facilities. 

A dearth of railroad kitchen 
cars is responsible for doubling 
the workload of the carpenter 
shop during the current mass 
movement of troops. 

In place of kitchen cars, many 
baggage cars are being converted 
irito temporary kitchens for the 
storing of food and preparation of 
meals on the cross-country jaunt. 

And to the carpenters falls the 
chore of converting these bag¬ 
gage cars into kitchens on wheels. 
Each baggage car, to become a 
kitchen, requires a huge ice box, 
two good-sized tables, racks to 
hold five garbage cans and five 
gasoline containers, and barriers 
for the car’s doorways. All are 
made in the carpenter shop. Dur¬

Captain Mark Ryan, Director of 
Personnel, said that a number of 
potential dischargees have already 
agreed to take jobs on the post 
after they get their “ruptured 
ducks.’* ' 

In some cases GIs will be able 
to retain their jobs they are now 
doing in uniform. “If we are 
unable to place them in their old 
jobs, we will probably be able to 
put them in positions similar to 
the ones they know or desire” 
said Captain Ryan. 

GIs here with 42 months service 
or 50 points became eligible for 
release from the service on New 
Years Day. 

However, it will probably be 
after the 20th of this month be¬ 
fore they depart for separation 
centers, said Capt. Ryan. He does 
not know yet whether the separ¬ 
atees will go to separation centers 
nearest their homes or be dis¬ 
charged at Fort MacArthur as 
Station Complement enlisted per¬ 
sonnel have in the past. Due here 
this weekend are 3Q0 replace¬ 
ments from Fort Ord.

According to the Control Divi¬ 
sion 108,234 debarkees arrived at 
this station in December. As of 
midnight on the last day of the 
year 109,985 had been dispatched 
for the month to separation cen¬ 
ters all over the country. Troops 
were billeted at this camp and 
at the Camp Haan staging area. 
Camp Haan also processed 2279 
GIs for overseas shipment. 

Camp Commander Colonel 
Earle R. Sarles indicated this 
week that the number of de¬ 
barkees this month will again ap¬ 
proach the 100,006 mark. How¬ 
ever, in February the number of 
debarkees will probably drop to 
approximately 65,000, the Colonel 
said. 

375 Kitchen Cars 

The Kitchen Car Preparation 
Unit branched out last month 
with a cleaning unit at Camp 
Haan. Captain Daniel L. Turner, 
CO of the Preparation Unit, re¬ 
ported that his section prepared 
375 kitchen cars for troop trains 
as compared to 247 readied in No¬ 
vember. One hundred twenty six 
were actual kitchen cars. Sixty 
were dispatched from Camp 
Haan, 315 from Anza. 

The Kitchen Car Preparation 
Unit coordinates its work with 
the carpenter shop. Before the 
carpenters can install kitchen fur¬ 
niture each baggage car must be 
scoured thoroughly by cleaning 
squads. 

Install Equipment 

Then the carpenters secure the 
equipment they have built and 
the cleaning teams finish the job 
by icing the ice boxes and put¬ 
ting aboard other kitchen uten¬ 
sils apd expendables. When the 
food and fuel is aboard the bag¬ 
gage car is ready for the train 
trip. 

Debarkees who were processed 
here as quickly as possible last 
month so they could be at home 
for the holiday season have writ¬ 
ten to Camp Commander Colonel 
Sarles thanking Camp Anza per¬ 
sonnel for excellent treatment 
and handling.

Safety Program Started 
To Reduce Post Accidents 


A camp-widd program to reduce accidents and make all 
military and civilian personnel safety-conscious was launched 
this week by Harold Parkhurst, Camp Anza’s new safety 
engineer. 

“We are looking for a perfect 
safety record to make Camp 
Anza an outstanding field in this 
area” said Mr. Parkhurst. 

To make Anza workers safety- 
wise Mr. Parkhurst is lecturing 
each section in the field, creating 
safety committees within each 
section and showing War Depart¬ 
ment safety films depicting acci¬ 
dents, causes, thorough investi¬ 
gations of hazards and submitting 
engineering remedies to prevent 
accidents. 

“Accidents are caused,” says 
Mr. Parkhurst. “They don’t just 
happen.” And the two major 
causes, according to him, are, un¬ 
safe acts and unsafe conditions. 

Since Mr. Parkhurst’s advent 
to the post Camp Anza has had 
no lost-time accidents among 
either civilian or military per¬ 
sonnel. 

Mr. Parkhurst said he found 
many hazards during his first 
two weeks here but “through the

car conversions. 

One carpenter can build a com¬ 
plete set of kitchen furniture in 
one day according to Assistant 
Foreman John Lanman. Russell

There have been a couple 
of times when the carpenters 
were driving the last nails as the 
locomotives started up and the 
workmen had to leap off but we 
have never held up a train to 
complete our work,” Mr. Lan¬ 
man said. One day the carpenters 
equipped 19 cars.

Service Pay 
Tax Free for 
Enlisted Men 

Enlisted personnel and war¬ 
rant officers who have re¬ 
ceived no income other than 
service pay are not required 
to file 1945 income returns, 
Lt. Charles Lawton, camp Legal 
Assistance officer, pointed out 
this week. ... 

Lt. Lawton at the same time 
announced that the . post’s Legal 
Assistance office is prepared now 
to assist all military personnel 
and members of their families in 
the preparation of 1945 tax re¬ 
turns. 

• “There have been several 
changes in the present income 
. tax laws,” Lt. Lawton, declared, 
“and service men should take 
advantage of the changes, made 
primarily to benefit GIs. 

“For instance, in the case of 
enlisted men and warrant offi¬ 
cers, all service compensation re¬ 
ceived during any taxable year 
starting 31 December 14)40 and 
before the termination of the war 
is excluded from gross income. 
This exemption applies also to 
the compensation received for 
services as an enlisted man or 
warrant officer by a commission¬ 
ed officer who was' formerly in 
that status.” 

Lt. Lawton also pointed out 
that if tax has been paid by en¬ 
listed personnel or warrant offi¬ 
cers in previous years, a claim 
for refund should be made be¬ 
fore 1 January 1947, in the event 
the refund is due for the years 
1941 and 1942. On tax returns 
for 1943 and subsequent years, 
the claim for refund should be 
filed before three years after the 
return was filed. 

“In the case of commissioned 
officers,” Lt. Lawton continued, 
“the exemption of $1500 service 
pay for the year 1943 and sub¬ 
sequent. years has been retained 
in the new tax provisions. In 
computing the total income of 
service pay, rent allowance and 
subsistance are not a part of the 
gross income and consequently is 
not reported.” 

Lt. Lawton further pointed out 
that residents of community pro¬ 
perty states who would have no 
tax liability because of their only 
income being service pay must 
file a return if the wife worked. 
Half of the money earned by a 
wife he disclosed, is taxable as 
the husband’s income. 

“This is really an advantage 
rather than a disadvantage,” the 
Legal Assistance officer declared, 
“as it will lower the tax liabili¬ 
ty.” 


Anza Again on 
Bond Ace Roll

Disability Pensions 

The VA pays off on 2 types of 
disability pensions—the first for 
disabilities resulting from injur¬ 
ies or disease received while in 
service in line of duty, and the 
second for permanently and total¬ 
ly disabled vets whose injuries 
are not service-connected. 

For the first type, payments 
range from $11.50 a month for a 
10 per «ent disability to $115 for 
a 100 per cent disability. More 
serious disabilities rate special 
pensions; but the maximum is 
$265, and is given for blindness 
with the loss of 2 limbs. Accord¬ 
ing to Public Law 182, just passed 
additional allowances up to $35 
above pension rates are available 
to take care of “in between cases” 
—men who should qualify for a 
larger pension than can be given 
under statutory provisions. 

Vets who qualify for the sec¬ 
ond type of pension receive a 
straight $50 a month, which is in¬ 
creased to $60 after veterans have 
been on the rolls 10 consecutive 
years, or have reached the age 
of 65. 

Death Benefits 

If a soldier dies before dis¬ 
charge fsom*the armed forces, his 
next of kin receives a cash pay¬ 
ment from the government equal 
to 6 months of the soldier’s pay. 
If the soldier held National Serv¬ 
ice Life Insurance, the benefici¬ 
ary will, of course, receive regular 
monthly payments, the amount 
depending upon the quantity of 
insurance and the age of the ben¬ 
eficiary. 

A death pension, the most im¬ 
portant death benefit, is paid to 
families of servicemen or vets 
who die from disease or injuries 
incurred in service in line of 
duty. A widow with no depen¬ 
dent children receives $50 a 
month, with one dependent child 
$65, and for each additional child 
$13. If the mother is dead, a de¬ 
pendent child will receive $25 
monthly, and 2 dependent chil¬ 
dren $38. Each additional child 
will receive $10. A dependent 
mother or father is eligible to re¬ 
ceive $45, and when both are de¬ 
pendent the total is upped to $50. 

As far as burial arrangments 
are concerned a vet may be bur¬ 
ied in one of the National Ceme¬ 
teries or in a VA Cemetery, and 
so may certain family members. 
Also, veterans are eligible for up 
to $100 burial expenses. 

Where To Go for Help 

Many agencies have set up bu¬ 
reaus to help returning service¬ 
men. Most communities have a 
veterans’ information center of 
some kind. For info on education¬ 
al, borrowing, or pension rights, 
vets can apply directly to the 
nearest branch of the VA. The 
Red Cross or one of the veterans’ 
organizations can also file claims. 

The Reemployment Committee¬ 
man at the vet’s selective service 
board can help him return to his 
old job, and for new jobs he can 
apply to the United States Em¬ 
ployment Service. 

Help of various types can also 
be had from the Red Cross, the 
YMCA and YWCA, Travelers Aid, 
USO, Chamber of Commerce, 
businessmen’s groups, various 
unions, and religious organiza¬ 
tions.
